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1. North Korean guerrilla activities in the Kyongsang area were as follows: 


a On 19 July at Anui Myon (127-18, 35-38) 14 completely armed guerrillas 
appeared in the village shouting defiance to the South Korean govern~ 
ment, and praising the people's government, 


b. On 2 July in Anui ion 20 guerrillas, including one woman, attacked 
the village, killing one person and kidnapping three youths. 


e. An unknown number of guerrillas attacked a village in Chongsong liyon 
(129-0), 36-26), and fired 28 houses, 


do 19 July two guerrillas attacked a village in Tansong kyon (north~ 
east of Tansong 127-58, 35~18), set fire to four houses, and cut the 
telephone line in four places. 


e. In the early morning on 22 July, 29 guerrillas, including one wanan, 


attacked Tansong Myon village, killing two, kidnapping two, burning 
four houses, and then fleeing 


2, Guerrilla activity in northern Kyongsang was diminishing as unite were 
leaving to join the North Korean forces. 


30 On 22 July, 27 members of the North Korean amy were arrested in Taegu; 
they were dressed in plain clothes, disguised as refugees, ‘here were 
reports of North Korean troops infiltrating behind South Korean and U.S. 
defense lines in order to smuggle in arms for later reassembling and use
